however, numerous Inventors are en- 
deavoring to Introduce woven paper 
fabrics, says the Scientific American. 


Some time ago an Italian, Prof. Za- 


nettl, devised a method of making flna 
and strong yarns by twisting very thin 
silk paper, cut Into strips about one- 
tenth of an inch wide. As yet these 
yarns are used only for wicks of wax 
randies nnd in the manufacture of in- 
candescent gas mantles. 


A greater advance has been made In 


Saxony. 
Here, also, narrow strips of 


paper are spun, by a process patented 
by Clavioz & Co. Paper and cotton are 
also spun together, so that in the fin- 
ished yarn the paper envelops the cot- 
ton. 
These yarns are used as fillers, in 


conjunction with cotton warp, in weav- 
ing drillings suitable 
for 
towellngs 


nnd summer waistcoats, trousers and 
skirts. 


Heavier and warmer cloths is made 


by combining paper and woolen yarns. 
This fabric is cream colored and may 
be washed repeatedly without Injuring 
the surface. 
It is well adapted for 


tennis and lounging suits. 
Sufficient 


cloth for a Jacket, waistcoat and trous- 
ers costs only 10 marks, or $2.50, and 
still cheaper garments are made i'or 
laborers. This new product Is named 
xylolln. 


For such use, however, raw material 


even cheaper than finished paper are 
sought. Spinning mill refuse, consist- 
ing of very short, smooth fibers that 
cannot be spun, goes, as a rule, to tlio 
paper mills. Many attempts to utilize 
this material have been made in spin- 
ning mills, nnd experiments In spin- 
ning it wet suggested the idea of fur- 
ther comminuting the short fibers in 
paper machines. 
In this way a thin, 


fibrous paste was 
produced. 
This,' 


when poured on sieves, yielded a thin,' 
soft paper which, partially dried and: 
cut into narrow strips, could be spun I 
into yarn. Other cheap paper atock,! 
including wood pulp, can be converted 
into yarn by a similar process, and so 
spinning and paper making meet. 


One brand of these cellulose, or wood 


pulp, yarns is called sllvalln. During 
the last ten years many similar pro- j 
messes have been patented. The mnnu- ] 
facture Is still in the experimental j 
stage, but definite progress has been 
made and the industry has a promU-,

Hay Hox Kerps Food Warm. 


The familiar but hitherto little util- 


ized fact that food when once suffi- 
ciently heated will continue and com- 
plete the process of cooking Itself, If 
removed from the stove and placed In 
a closed receptacle •uhnre It can re- 
tain Its heat, is now being exploited 
In Germany. 
The day of the "hay 


box," or "lifeless stove," Is heralded. 


It !• called the hay box because the 


simplwt and cleanest 
method 
has 


been found to pack hay about the 
pots containing the cooking food. The 
hay serves well to prevent the too 
rapid loss of heat and Is cheap and 
easily replaced. 
A German woman, 


wife of a director of an industrial 
school, states that she has used the 
hay box for thirteen years und that 
It has both simplified the cures 
housekeeping and been a saving 
expense. 


The chief advantages net forth are 


these: The cost of fuel can be re- 
duced four-fifths by transfer of food 
to the bay box as soon as It 
has 


reached a proper heat; kitchen odors 
nr« obviated, time and labor saved, 
for no stirring in necessary, nor Is 
there any fear of scorching or burn- 
ing while the food is left to cook It- 
self; where workmen's families live 
crowded In one or two rooms the ad- 
ditional suffering caused by the kitch- 
en heat In summer Is ouvinted, since 
nil the preliminary 
cooking can 
bo 


done In the coal of the morning. Any 
dish can be cooked In the hay box 
and kept hot as long as desired,. 
Al- 


most any box with 
a 
tight-fittinu 


cover will do. Old trunks have been 
successfully used.—Springfield Repub- 
lican.

That was only au excuse for the fam- 
ily fighting. Neither member of the household would give 
In. Bickering and blacklisting led to open divorcement. It 
Is a pity. 
There will come a day when the separation 


will be regretted. Sweden has lost Finland. 
Denmark Is 


reduced to a few Islands. 
And Norway will be at the 


mercy of Russia. History will write of Scandinavia that, 
unllka the United States, it stopped at federalism and 
failed. 
It neglected to "form a more perfect union." 
It 


was a house divided against Itself.—Des Molnes News, 


Two Duties of the Hour. 


EVV occasions bring new duties. The tremen- 
dous naval victory of Japan over Russia brings 
new duties—and grave ones, too—to the Hon. 
John Hay, Secretary of State, and the Pion- 
"Thcodore P. Shonts, chanrman of the Panama 
Canal Commission. It Is the grave duty of the 
Hon. John Hay to see to It that the whole In- 


fluence of tho United States government among the powers 
be used to limit Japan's war Indemnity to territory, rather 
than allow this indemnity to be collected from Russia In 
money, which would be Invested at once In a still larger 
and stronger Japanese navy. It Is the grave duty of the 
Hon. Theodore P. Shonts to see to It that the Panama 
canal bo completed with all possible speed, so as to d'ouble, 
at the earliest moment, the efficiency of the United States 
navy. 


Self-preservation Is the first law of nations, and the 


possessions of the United States In the Pacific Ocean must 
be preserved. Japan's sea power In the Pacific has been 
as bravely won as England's In tho Atlantic. 
But It Is an 


Intolerable Idea that this country should allow Japan to 
take In hand the naval keys to the Pacific as England was 
allowed, through a series of deplorable errors, to take In 
hand the naval keys to the Atlantic. 


The United States has been tlie first great power to 


(;rasp naval supremacy in the great ocean. 
Perish the 


hand that, through negligence or weakness, would relax 
that grasp!—Chicago Inter Ocean. 


Census by Guess. 


HE Censvis Bureau has again pnt out figures 
to show the population of our large cities, this 
time for 1004 and 1905. It has not made any 
count, but simply estimates them by adding to 
the census of 1000 half the Increase shown be- 
tween 1890 and 1000 for the population In 
1905, and four-fifths of that for 1904. The 


usual dissatisfaction Is shown with the results of the sys- 
tem. 


The Census Bureau makes the population of Wash- 


ington city for the year 302,883. It happens there has Just 
been an actual count made there by the police, -which 
showed a total of 322,572. 
This discrepancy Is a curious 


comment on the system of tho Census Bureau. 


The government ought not to do for the people what 


they can Clo for themselves. Any tolerable mathematician 
can take the census of 1900, find the increase from 1800 
to 1900, and add half of It to the figures for the latter 
year, and have at once the result of the bureau's estimate 


for 1905. 
Why give tho authority of the government to an 


estimate which a schoolboy can make for himself? 


It is the business of the Census Bureau to count, and 


not to guess. 
Thousands of people will guess free of 


charge, and man.v of thorn will guess better than the sal- 
aried guessers of the bureau. 
The bureau's major pre- 


mise Is that all our large cities are Increasing In popula- 
tion Just aa much per year as they did ten years ago, 
which is absurd. 
Tho system is borrowed from one In- 


vented by Procrustes, a robber of Attica, 3,000 years ago. 
—Louisville Courier-Journal. 


The Expense of Life Insurance. 
HE "rake-off" in tho Equitable was colossal. 
Men who on their merits could not earu $5,000 
a year, by virtue of favor and pull got $50,000 
and $100,COO. Tarboll's stenographer got a sal- 
ary of $12,000. 
Directors used the money of 


the society to buy bonds and stocks, and then 
sold the stocks and bonds to the Equitable for 


a profit. The loot was so groat that the directors wanted 
all. They toadied to young Hyde to get on the board and 
to get the use of the society's money and then they re- 
solved to destroy him. Now the whole directorate Is ex- 
posed as hucksters in the money of the policy holders and 
the public will have nothing to do with th,e Equitable until 
Hyde, Alexander and oil the directors who used their of- 
fices to graft clear out. 


In all the money that was squandered by the Equitable 


the fact remains that its expense of carrying $1,000 of In- 
surance was smallest of the three big New York com- 
panies. In 1904 tho cost of carrying each $1,000 of Insur- 
ance In the Mutual Life was $U.fiO. The cost in the New 
York Life was $10.50. 
The cost In the Equitable was 


$9.80, In spite of all the money grabbed by the parasites. 
This shows the necessity of closer government control of 
life insurance companies, or, what is better for the policy 
holders, government life insurance.—New York Americar 


Government Reports a Basis for Gambling. 


HE entire crop of cotton in the United States 
Is grown in the South. The price, however, Is 
fixed in New York. 
Not a hundred thousand 


bales are sold for consumption in that city. 
Men make the price who would not know a 
bale of cotton from a bale of hay. 
During the 


last year the chief impetus to gambling in fu- 


tures has been the monthly government report of the con- 
dition of the crop or the progress of cotton picking and 
ginning. This report is compiled in Washington. 
Planters 


and speculators In other cities charged that the gov^n- 
ment's report fell into the hands of a band of New >i>rk 
speculators before it was made public. 


Now the charge has been formally made to Secretary 


Wlilson. The secretai-y thougth the charges were absurd. 
He finally consented to make nn investigation, and he did 
not get far until he. got serious. Now there is n scandai 
brewing. When government statistics are used for future 
gambling they should be abolished. 
Secretary Wilson 


ought to shut up his cotton statistics bureau. It is useful 
only as a thing to bet against.—Chicago American. 


Lax Bank Inspection. 


F national bank Inspection were as rigid and as 
intelligent as the law prescribes, the Bigelow de- 
falcation would have been discovered earlier, 
and the damage inflicted would have been less. 
It Is by the use of the banking funds placed at 
their disposal that the Keenes, Lelters, Harpers, 
Hutchinsons and Gateses are enabled to sub- 


vert for the. moment the natural laws of trade, make food 
dearer to the community and inflict hardship on the peo- 
ple. All the bankers know this. All know that the funds 
ivhlch they lend to the gamblers are employed for dis- 
honest purposes. They sin against the light and thus de- 
serve the censure of the community, while they again es- 
tablish the truth that "they that will be rich fall into 
temptation and a snare, and into many foolish and hurtful 
lusts, which drown men in destruction and perdition."—

PORTLAND 


.Portland, Ore.—Visitors from east 


of the Rocky Mountains at the Lewis 
and Clark Exposition, who have ag- 
gregated since the opening of the 
Fair more than 50,000, express sur- 
prise at the e.xtensiveness of the show- 
ing made by manufacturers in the 
Palace of Manufactures, Liberal Arts 
and Varied Industries and the Ma- 
chinery, Electricity and Transporta- 
tion building. 
Hardly a firm whose 


name is popularly known has failed 
to participate in the Exposition, and 
a vast majority of the exhibits are 
well conceived and of general inter- 
est. 


The Palace of Manufactures, Liber- 


al Arts and Varied Industries, which 
almost equals 
in size the 
Agricul- 


tural building, the largest structure 
on the main grounds, is constructed 
as a supplementary structure after it 
became evident that the space origin- 
ally intended for exhibitors was en- 
tirely inadequate. It is a great, flat- 
roofed structure, built on practical 
lln's, but not without architectural 
merit; and every available foot of 
space of the 90,000 square feet in th» 
building is occupied. 


The displays are for the most part 


striking and original in conception, 
and they, interest everyone, but espe- 
cially the people of the 
Northwest, 


the vast majority of whom, because of 
the prohibitive distance of previous 
big fairs, are gaining their first Ex- 
position experience in attending the 
Western Woild's Pair. 
These people 


are particularly delighted with the 
various displays. They watch with 
great interest the operation of manu- 
facturing hats which is going 
on in 


one booth, 
and 
the 
knife making 


which holds the interest of a crowd 
gathered near by. They like also to 
stand and listen to the free concerts 
which tho talking machine companies 
give all day long, and the typewriter 
that works electrically is a source of 
never ending wonder. 


It would be futile to attempt, to 


enumerate all the interesting things 
to be seen. 
A rope company has a 


bouse built of binding twiuo, with a 
hemp roof, a matting of rope, and 
railings of 
heavy cable. 
Another 


company has au immense coil of steel 
cable or wire rope, 
which revolves 


constantly, and an 
interesting dis- 


play of many kinds of 
wires and 


cables. A meat company shows by 
menus of a small model of 
Its plant,

in great array, 


but especial y interesting nnd admir 
able is that which is made of Oregon 
woorla, of which there is a great va- 
riety suitable for high grade goods. 


As a striking feature of the trana- 


portrttion feature taerd ia ou display 
the lirat locomotive used iu Oregon 
and by its side u uioderu mogul en- 
gine of immense proportions.
